The Didots had immense influence on French 
typography. Their innovations were in the direction 
of lighter and more modelled fonts, and they 
produced very lucid, readable and elegant edttions. 
The finest artists and engravers were employed for 
their magnificent illustrated productions. 


Francois Didot, who worked as printer and book- 
seller in Parts from 1713 to 1757, 1s generally 
considered the “ founder”’ of the family, and the 
chief representatives were: Frangots Ambrose, elder 
son of the founder, who worked from 1753 to 1804, 
and his two sons, Pierre, 1789-1850, and Firmin 
Didot, 1784-1836; Pierre Francois Didot (died 1793), 
younger son of the founder, and his sons, Henri
